peninsulas as Czechoslovakia and Southern Korea a foregone 
conclusion. 
The fact is that the four major accomplishments which Mr. 
Acheson says he achieved in the N A T O conferences were the 
concepts, not of any person now or formerly in the New Deal 
family, but of a Republican former President, Herbert Hoover. 
Something more than a year ago Mr. Hoover rocked the 
I tuman foreign policy to its foundations by demanding that we 
either force the European nations to "put up." or pull our forces 
out of Europe. 
Mr. I tuman and Mr. Acheson howled bloody murder over 
this suggestion, and for months attempted to drown Mr. Hoover 
out in the course of the so-called "great debate." 
The essence of Mr. Hoover’s recommendations concerning 
Europe have now been put into effect, according to Mr. Acheson 
— agreement on the number of forces the European countries 
I are to provide, on the location of bases and facilities, on the 
formation of a European Army. These are matters which Mr. 
Acheson presents with all the pride of a fond parent displaying 
triplets. 
A fourth accomplishment Acheson lists, the stabilization 
and rebuilding of West Germany, is, as mentioned above, pre­ 
cisely the line of reasoning Mr. Hoover presented as cause why 
the former policy of pulverizing Germany should be abandoned. 
The least Mr. Acheson could have done was to give Mr. 
Hoover credit!
